The  subcommittee  met,  pursuant  to  notice,  at  2:33  p.m.,  in  room 
2255,  Rayburn  House  Office  Building,  Washington,  DC,  Hon.  Doug 
Bereuter  (chairman  of  the  subcommittee)  presiding. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  The  subcommittee  will  come  to  order.  I  ask  unan- 
imous consent  that  we  may  proceed  with  the  markup  of  House 
Concurrent  Resolution  213.  Is  there  any  objection? 

Hearing  none,  we  will  proceed.  I  thank  my  colleagues  in  attend- 
ance for  their  participation.  We  need  an  open  session  to  consider 
H.  Con.  Res.  213  concerning  the  need  to  improve  the  living  stand- 
ards of  those  South  Asians  living  in  the  Ganges  and  the  Brahma- 
putra River  Basin.  The  clerk  will  report  the  resolution. 

The  Clerk.  House  Concurrent  Resolution  213,  concerning  the  ur- 
gent need  to  improve  the  living  standards  of  those  South  Asians 
living  in  the  Ganges  and  the  Brahmaputra  River  Basin.  Whereas 
some  400,000,000  people  live  in  Bangladesh,  northern  India,  and 
Nepal 

Mr.  Bereuter.  Without  objection,  further  reading  of  the  resolu- 
tion will  be  dispensed  with,  printed  in  the  record,  and  open  for 
amendment. 

[The  resolution  appears  in  the  appendix.] 

I  would  note  that  there  appears  to  be  no  likelihood  of  moving  this 
resolution  to  the  full  committee,  and  certainly  not  to  the  floor.  I 
think  it's  important,  however,  to  establish  a  record  on  this  issue, 
and  I  personally  wanted  to  make  a  public  statement  on  the  sub- 
jects covered  by  the  resolution,  and  serve  notice,  that  the  voters  of 
the  first  district  in  Nebraska  approving,  I  intend  to  pursue  the 
issue  in  the  105th  Congress  in  some  capacity. 

This  resolution  was  introduced  on  September  12,  1996,  by  Mr. 
Berman  and  myself;  expresses  the  sense  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives that  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  improve  the  lives  of  those

people  of  the  Bangladesh,  India,  and  Nepal  who  live  near  the  Gan- 
ges and  the  Brahmaputra  Rivers,  and  their  tributaries. 

This  river  basin  has  the  greatest  concentration  of  poor  people  in 
the  world.  You  heard  the  figure  400,000,000.  Greater,  for  example, 
than  any  area  in  Africa.  The  region  has  great  potential.  Regret- 
tably, it's  beset  by  natural  disasters  including  routine  flooding  dur- 
ing the  monsoon  seasons,  frequent  if  not  routine  drought  during 
the  dry  seasons,  and  occasional  disastrous  cyclones. 

The  resolution  simply  urges  the  countries  of  the  region  to  work 
together  to  relieve  the  poverty  of  the  region's  residents  focusing  es- 
pecially on  the  need  to  address  the  critical  problems  of  flooding  and 
drought.  I  would  say  that  this  resolution  is  not  just  coming  forth 
in  the  abstract.  I  think  there  are  encouraging  signs  within  the 
countries,  among  the  countries,  and  within  various  development  or- 
ganizations that  some  progress  can  be  made. 

The  resolution  also  urges  the  world  community,  including  the 
international  financial  institutions  such  as  the  World  Bank  and  the 
Asian  Development  Bank  to  provide  whatever  assistance  is  appro- 
priate in  this  effort. 

Last,  I  would  note  that  this  resolution  has  been  shared  with  the 
Administration  which  has  voiced  its  support.  It  has  also  been 
shared  with  the  relevant  embassies  of  the  nations  in  the  region. 
None  have  expressed  concern  and  some  have  enthusiastically  wel- 
comed it. 

Are  there  any  members  wishing  to  make  comments? 

The  gentleman  from  American  Samoa. 

Mr.  Faleomavaega.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  certainly  want  to  commend 
you  and  Mr.  Berman  for  this  initiative  in  offering  this  concurrent 
resolution  before  the  subcommittee.  As  you  stated  earlier,  it  is  very 
unfortunate  that  we  will  not  be  able  to  take  this  up  for  floor  consid- 
eration because  of  the  days  remaining  before  we  adjourn.  But  I  do 
want  to  offer  my  absolute  support  in  the  provisions  in  the  sub- 
stance of  this  resolution  that  addresses  a  very  serious  problem  with 
this  region  of  the  world,  and  certainly  would  like  to  commend  you 
and  your  leadership  in  being  sensitive  to  these  problems  affecting 
these  poor  people. 

I  sincerely  hope  and  look  forward  to  working  with  you,  assuming 
if  I  win  reelection  again  in  November,  that  we  will  continue  to 
work  together  to  make  sure  that  not  only  the  Administration,  but 
that  the  Congress  as  well  will  be  sensitive  to  this  very  important 
issue. 

So  along  those  lines  again,  I  want  to  offer  my  support  and  do 
whatever  we  can  to  move  this  resolution  forward. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  I  thank  the  gentleman  for  his  supportive  state- 
ment. There  is  a  delicate  line  about  how  much  encouragement  as- 
sistance we  give.  There  are  regional  and  national  sensitivities. 
There's  a  long  history.  Any  time  you  have  water  as  an  issue,  it's 
controversial.  But  I  think  we  can  move  with  great  care  and  with 
effect. 

If  there  are  no  further  comments  or  discussion,  I  would  ask  are 
there  any  amendments? 

If  not,  the  question  is  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  As  many 
as  in  favor  will  say  "aye". 

As  many  as  are  opposed  will  say  "no". 


The  ayes  appear  to  have  it.  The  ayes  do  have  it.  And  the  resolu- 
tion is  agreed  to. 

Without  objection,  the  clerk  is  authorized  to  make  technical, 
grammatical,  and  conforming  changes,  to  the  text  just  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  The  next  order  of  business  will  be  a  vote  on  clos- 
ing the  Okinawa  hearing,  and  I  would  say  to  my  colleagues,  after 
consultation  with  the  parliamentarian,  the  meeting  notice  that  you 
have  in  front  of  you  is  not  an  error,  but  had  to  be  worded  in  the 
fashion  in  which  it  is  worded.  I  think  it  may  give  our  committee 
some  reason  to  consider  changing  committee  rules.  This  cum- 
bersome procedure  would  not  have  been  necessary,  for  example,  in 
the  National  Security  Committee,  but  it  is  under  House  rules 
under  which  we  operate.  I  would  say  it's  certainly  not  my  intention 
to  close  the  hearing  on  the  South  Pacific,  the  Freely  Associated 
States. 

Pursuant  to  Section  2G,  Paragraph  2  of  Rule  11  of  the  Rules  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  the  chair  will  entertain  a  motion  to 
permit  the  chair  to  close  the  hearing  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
classified  information. 

By  that  hearing,  I  mean  the  part  of  the  hearing  that  is  covering 
Okinawa.  I  would  note  that  it's  not  my  intention,  of  course,  to  close 
today's  hearing.  There  is  a  representative  of  the  Defense  Depart- 
ment to  answer  any  members'  questions  related  to  security  matters 
in  the  South  Pacific.  But  I  would  not  expect  any  such  questions  to 
be  of  a  classified  nature,  or  the  responses  thereto. 

However,  I  would  also  alert  my  colleagues  that  the  Chair  will 
close  part  two  of  the  hearing  which  will  take  place  tomorrow  after- 
noon. At  that  time,  the  subcommittee  will  receive  testimony  from 
the  Administration  on  the  U.S. -Japan  security  agreement,  and  the 
status  of  American  bases  on  the  island  of  Okinawa. 

Let  me  repeat,  then,  tomorrow's  hearing  will  be  closed.  Is  there 
a  member  who  will  offer  such  a  motion? 

Mr.  Gejdenson.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  move  that  the  chairman 
of  the  subcommittee  be  empowered  to  close  all  or  part  of  the  re- 
mainder of  this  hearing  either  today  or  tomorrow  because  disclo- 
sure testimony,  evidence,  or  other  materials  to  be  considered  to  en- 
danger national  security  or  otherwise  violate  the  law  of  rule  of  the 
House  of  Representativess. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  I  thank  the  gentleman  from  Connecticut  for  his 
motion.  Under  the  rules  of  the  committee,  a  quorum  of  the  sub- 
committee is  required  to  be  present  and  a  roll  call  vote  must  be 
taken.

Mr.  Chairman,  I  wonder  if  by  provision  of 
the  ruling  if  at  a  later  time  that  maybe  we  would  have  more  mem- 
bers of  the  subcommittee  that  we  can  have  a  revote. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  I  would  hope  that  is  the  case,  but  I'll  have  to 
check  with  the  clerk,  and  with  the  parliamentarian  to  see  if  in  fact 
the  same  motion  can  be  made  yet  today.

Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  that  the  chairman  of  the 
subcommittee  be  empowered  to  close  all  or  part  of  the  remainder 
of  this  hearing,  either  today  or  tomorrow,  because  the  disclosure  of 
testimony,  evidence,  and/or  other  matters  to  be  considered  would 
endanger  national  security  or  otherwise  violate  any  law  of  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

Mr.  Bereuter.  I  thank  the  gentleman  for  his  motion.  Under  the 
rules  of  the  committee,  a  quorum  of  the  subcommittee  is  required 
to  be  present  and  a  roll  call  vote  must  be  taken.  Without  objection, 
the  previous  question  is  ordered.  The  question  is  on  the  motion  of 
the  gentleman  from  California.

Concerning  the  urgent  need  to  improve  the  living  standards 
of  those  South  Asians  living  in  the  Ganges  and  the 
Brahmaputra  River  Basin. 

Whereas  some  400,000,000  people  Uve  in  Bangladesh,  north- 
em  India,  and  Nepal  near  the  Ganges  and  Brahmaputra 
Rivers  and  their  tributaries; 

Whereas  these  people  comprise  the  largest  concentration  of 
poor  people  in  the  world; 

Wliercas  this  region  lacks  the  resources,  especially  the  infra- 
structure, that  can  pull  its  residents  out  of  povert}';

Whereas  almost  every  year  flooding  by  the  Ganges  and  Brah- 
maputra Rivers  produces  death  and  destruction,  some- 
times on  a  vast  scale; 

Whereas  during  the  dry  seasons,  water  suppUes  do  not  meet 
the  needs  of  the  region's  people,  especially  farmers; 

Whereas  despite  these  problems,  the  region  has  great  poten- 
tial for  development; 

Whereas  Bangladesh,  India,  and  Nepal  have  recognized  for 
many  years  that  the  water  resources  of  the  region,  if 
properly  managed,  could  contribute  greatly  to  the  welfare 
of  milHons  of  people  in  the  region;  and 

Whereas  recent  elections  in  India  and  Ban^adesh,  and  recent 
treaties  signed  between  India  and  Nepal,  appear  to  offer 
new  opportunities  for  all  three  countries  to  make 
progress  in  addressing  this  issue:  Now,  therefore,  be  it
